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Plan  for  Action 


As  a  way  to  improve  public  service,  the  San 
Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  initiated 
and  prepared  the  Plan  for  Action,  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  the  Department's  programs,  operations, 
maintenance  procedures,  fiscal  management  and 
organizational  structure.   The  effort  was  the 
first  to  be  undertaken  anywhere  in  the  nation. 

From  the  outset,  the  Plan  for  Action  was  not 
intended  to  be  another  study  to  be  shelved  upon 
completion.   The  theme  has  been  implementation. 

It  was  apparent  to  both  the  General  Manager, 
who  initiated  the  Plan  for  Action,  and  the 
Commission  that  there  was  a  great  deal  more 
right  than  wrong  with  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department.   However,  serious  problems  were 
apparent.   Chief  among  them  were: 

(1)  Critical  Departmental  over-extension 
over  a  long  period  of  years,  without 
sufficient  budget  and  personnel,  re- 
sulting in  deterioration  of  many 
facilities  and  programs; 

(2)  Need  for  modernization,  particularly 
the  provision  of  power  tools; 

(3)  Traditional  practices  which  had  gone 
unchallenged  since  the  merger  of  the 
separate  Recreation  and  Parks  Depart- 
ment in  1951. 

Specifically,  the  Department  lacked  two- 
way  radio  communications;  most  facilities 
including  the  greater  portion  of  the  vast 
Golden  Gate  Park,  were  hand-watered;  automated 
equipment  and  mechanized  tools,  such  as 
garbage  disposal  trucks  and  power  edgers, 
were  almost  completely  lacking.

The  concept  of  the  Plan  was  an  in-depth  examination 
of  maintenance  operations,  recreation  programs, 
organization  and  management  and  a  review  of  the  83 
concessions  administered  by  the  Department.   The 
initial  cost  estimate  of  the  Plan  for  Action  was 
$93,000.   But  because  of  the  City's  financial 
stress,  San  Francisco's  business  community  was 
approached  to  underwrite  the  Plan. 

After  carefully  reviewing  the  proposed  work 
program,  a  high-level  committee  of  San  Francisco's 
leading  corporation  executives,  the  Blyth- 
Zellerbach  Committee,  agreed  to  help.   Funds  were 
made  available  to  hire  the  Planning  Research 
Corporation  of  Los  Angeles  to  conduct  a  survey 
of  all  recreation  programs  and  to  develop  a 
proposed  statement  of  goals  and  objectives  for 
±e  Department.   Eight  key  business  executives 
were  detached  full-time  from  their  firms  for 
a  period  of  six  months  to  form  Task  Forces  that 
reviewed  exhaustively  the  Plan's  component  levels. 
Overall  guidance  to  the  Task  Forces  and  the 
Consultant  was  provided  by  a  Project  Co-ordinator . 
The  Commission  received  the  Consultant  and  Task 
Force  reports  early  in  June. 

Independent  citizens  and  citizen  group 
volunteers  also  participated.   These  included  a 
Citizens'  Advisory  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  a  Technical  Advisory  Committee  represent- 
ing various  City  Departments,  and  a  Business 
Advisory  Committee  appointed  by  the  Blyth- 
Zellerbach  group. 

If  any  judgment  is  to  be  made  about  the 
Task  Forces'  and  the  Planning  Research  Corpora- 
tion's efforts,  it  is  one  of  thoroughness. 


Gardeners,  office  personnel,  executives,  playground 

directors  employees  at  all  levels  and  in  all 

divisions  of  the  Department  were  interviewed  at 

length.   Programs  and  facilities,  including  day  camps, 
tiny  tots,  senior  citizens,  arts  and  crafts,  music, 

drama  and  dance,  and  athletics,  to  name  a  few  all 

were  scrutinized  for  effectiveness.   The  consultants 
visited  virtually  every  playground,  park  and  recreation 
center.   Particularly  significant  is  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  Plan's  recommendations  originated  with  concerned 
staff  members . 

Considerable  effort  has  been  made  to  date  to 
implement  these  recommendations.   Examples  include  the 
development  of  a  staff  counselling  system;  a  two-way 
radio  system  has  been  authorized  in  the  current  budget; 
operating  hours  of  many  recreation  units  were  expanded' 
during  the  summer  through  shifts  in  work  schedules  without 
additional  cost.   A  system  of  pre-planning  has  been 
established  in  the  Park  Division  covering  both  grounds  and 
structural  maintenance.   Three  park  mobile  crews  have 
been  established.   A  priority  system  is  now  in  effect  at 
the  auto  repair  shop  and  watering  of  golf  courses  has 
been  shifted  from  daytime  playing  hours  to  nights. 

While  full  implementation  of  the  Plan  for  Action  is 
complex,  often  involving  actions  by  other  Commissions  or 
policy-making  bodies,  much  has  already  been  done. 
Implementation  is  the  key  to  the  Department  making  a 
maximum  contribution  in  order  to  meet  the  rapidly 
expanding  demand  for  leisure-time  services.

department  facilities  there  is  the  measure- 
ment of  wear  and  tear;  the  measurement  of 
litter  and  debris  to  be  hauled  away;  as  well 
as  the  measurement  of  our  increased  support 
of  programmed  activities. 

This  year,  newly  developed  areas  were 
provided.   There  are  now  a  total  of  14 
completed  mini  parks  while  an  additional 


seven  are  in  the  construction  stage. 
While  small,  such  parks  bring  increased 
recreational  opportunities  and  open  space 
to  congested  areas  of  the  city.   Funding 
is  jointly  accomplished  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  with  matching 
funds  from  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recrea- 
tion and  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development.

A  further  cooperative  effort  which  makes  possible  trans- 
formation of  land  into  an  essential  community  resource  involves 
the  Mini  Park  Coordinator,  the  City's  Real  Estate  Division 
and  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission. 

George  Christopher  Recreation  Center,  an  area  of  McLaren 
Park  adjoining  Harvard  and  Burrow  Street  as  well  as  a  second 
area  of  McLaren  Park  adjoining  University  Avenue  and  Mansell 
Streets  were  developed  and  accepted  by  the  Department.   These 
beautiful  neighborhood  parks  added  thirty  landscaped  areas 
including  ball  diamonds,  tennis  courts,  tot  lots,  picnic 
areas,  day  camp  sites  and  two  activities  buildings  to  our 
facilities.   A  new  activities  building  was  constructed  and 
accepted  at  Gilman  Playground.

In  order  to  meet  the  increasing  maintenance  demands 
brought  about  by  growing  use  of  existing  facilities  and 
the  addition  of  new  facilities  without  additional  staffing, 
two  mobile  crews  have  been  formed.   Results  to  date  have 
proven  their  effectiveness.   Moreover,  work  programming  has 
been  initiated  in  the  grounds  maintenance  force,  with 


favorable  acceptance  by  the  staff. 

The  Structural  Maintenance  Division  handled  thousands 
of  emergency  repair  orders.   The  burned  out  Louis  Sutter 
Recreation  Building  was  repaired  and  reopened  for  community 
service  as  were  the  locker  rooms  of  Silver  Terrace  baseball

field.   New  portable  swimming  pools  were  set  up  for  service  -  one  at  Chinese  Play- 
ground and  one  at  Bessie  Carmichael  School  Yard.   In  addition,  direct  responsibility 
for  maintenance  of  Candlestick  Park  was  transferred  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  the  Structural  Maintenance  Section. 

As  a  measure  of  involvement  and  interest  in  the  Department,  ladies  of  the  San 
Francisco  Garden  Club  developed  a  docent  program  for  the  historic  Conservatory. 
Docents  received  instructions  relative  to  the  plant  materials  on  display.   Many 
guided  tours  for  school  groups  and  clubs  have  been  given  by  this  dedicated  group. 
Tour  busses  brought  58,000  visitors  to  enjoy  exhibits  displayed  at  the  Conservatory 
in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

The  Golden  Gate  Park  Rose  Garden  was  approved  as  an  accredited  "All-America 
Rose  Selections  Public  Garden".   In  the  future,  award  winning  roses  will  be  planted 
here  the  year  before  they  become  available  to  the  public. 

As  a  public  service,  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Rose  Society  staged  a 
pruning  demonstration  in  January.  About  forty  members  pruned  thousands  of  roses 
while  hundreds  of  citizens  watched  with  interest.

The  Strybing  Arboretum  is  becoming  increasingly  well 
known  throughout  the  nation  and  the  world.   Letters  reach 
us  from  many  lands,  plant  material  from  many  countries 
while  material  is  sent  to  many.   Our  first  duty  is, 
however,  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  and  California. 
Appreciation  is  shown  by  the  increased  attendance  and 
keen  interest  of  those  attending  the  Arboretum's  many 
garden-orientated  functions. 

Without  any  increase  in  number,  yet  with  a  greater 
surface  area  demanding  top  quality  care,  the  Arboretum 
staff  has  not  only  maintained  an  extremely  high  pro- 
fessional standard,  but,  what  is  more  important,  deep 
interest  in  the  Arboretum  and  its  continuing  service  to 
the  public.   The  objectives  which  are  being  reached 
are : 


1)  To  grow  the  "best"  plants  for  the  area  so  that 
home  owners  can  see  their  ornamental  character- 
istics. 

2)  To  show  a  selection  of  the  best  ornamental 
woody  plants  and  a  good  selection  of  annuals 
and  unusual  bulbs  that  can  be  grown. 

3)  To  introduce  new  plants  into  the  area. 

4)  To  disseminate  knowledge  of  plants  and  horti- 
culture to  the  public,  including  information 
and  instruction  on  culture,  pruning, 
fertilizing  plants  and  a  continual  study  under 
local  conditions  which  includes  a  close  co- 
operation with  schools,  garden  clubs  and  other 
organizations .

5)  To  test  the  hardiness  of  untried  varieties. 

6)  To  provide  a  laboratory  for  students  of 
ecology,  botany  and  horticulture. 

7)  To  increase  the  productivity,  economic  im- 
portance and  beauty  of  an  area,  by  intelligent 
and  interesting  planting,  and  by  introducing 
plants  not  grown  before. 

8)  To  provide  recreational  stimulus  to  the  public 
by  means  of  walks  and  trails,  and  stimulate  the 
pleasure  of  learning  about  new  plants  which 
might  be  adapted  to  planting  on  private 
property. 


During  the  past  year  more  than  250,000  people  from 
different  states  and  different  lands  visited  the  Arboretum. 
The  Hall  of  Flowers  was  used  by  over  100,000  people, 
housed  over  500  different  functions  and  was  used  300  days 
of  the  year. 

The  activities  were  as  varied  as  they  were  numerous. 
Garden  clubs  met  on  a  regular  basis.   The  gallery  has  been 
used  for  many  different  types  of  activities  --  from  Gourmet 
galas  and  rummage  sales  to  first-class  flower  shows. 

During  the  past  year,  several  hundred  plants  have 
been  added  to  the  collection  -  207  of  them  during  the 
months  of  April,  May  and  June. 

The  major  event  during  the  year  was  the  dedication 
of  the  Eric  Walther  Succulent  Garden  in  April.   This 
collection  of  fascinating  plants  has  occupied  much  of 
the  past  year.   We  now  have  one  of  the  finest  collections 
of  succulents  anywhere. 

Plants  are  being  assembled  for  the  John  Muir  Trail. 
Construction  work  will  soon  start  and  planting  will 
follow. 

The  Arboretum  class  taught  by  our  John  Kipping 
continues  to  be  a  popular  and  well  attended  course. 
Last  year  39  teachers  participated,  indirectly  reaching 
1,200  children.   The  In-Service  Training  Program  was 
given  to  20  teachers  representing  another  600  children. 
Forty  tours  were  given  to  teachers.   School  classes, 
college  classes,  garden  clubs  were  conducted  on  special 


tours,  in  which  well  over  1,600  people  participated. 
This  does  not  include  the  tours  given  by  the  docents 
of  the  Arboretum  on  Thursdays  and  Saturdays.   Field 
trips  during  the  year  were  well  attended. 

The  staff  contributed  to  the  educational  exhibits 
at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  California  Horticultural 
Society.   This  work  was  under  the  excellent  care  of  Mr. 
Arthur  Menzies,  Supervisor  of  Plant  Accessions.   Mr. 
Menzies'  great  attention  to  the  nomenclature  of  the 
plants  in  the  Arboretum  has  been  appreciated  by  all 
visitors.

is  under  construction.   The  Strybing  Arboretum  Society, 
under  its  President,  Mrs.  D.  Stephen  Coney,  will,  in 
making  this  building  available  to  the  Arboretum,  allow 
us  to  extend  the  service  we  can  give  to  the  public. 
The  continued  and  generous  help  given  to  the  Arboretum 
by  the  Strybing  Arboretum  Society  is  much  appreciated. 
Without  it,  our  service  to  the  public  would  be 
hindered. 

The  Demonstration  Gardens  were  much  appreciated 
by  the  thousands  of  visitors  who  have  enjoyed  them.   The 
assistance  of  Sunset  Magazine  in  this  regard  is  much 
appreciated. 


A  major  problem  has  been  vandalism  in  the  Arboretum. 
With  such  a  well  developed  area,  the  amount  of  damage  is 
surprisingly  small.   It  has  on  occasion  caused  con- 
siderable expense  despite  the  excellent  service  rendered 
by  our  security  guard,  Mr.  Ernest  Hoffman,  and  the  much 
appreciated  assistance  by  the  Police  Department. 

The  future  holds  much  that  is  exciting.   Popular 
features  as  the  Garden  of  Fragrance,  the  Redwood  Trail 
will  be  maintained  and  added  to.   The  Docent  program 
hopefully  will  be  extended.   Using  the  services  of 
these  volunteers  will  make  the  Arboretum  more  widely 
known  and  of  use  to  many  more  people.

The  Men's  and  Boys'  Athletic  Division 
of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
covered  a  wide  scope  of  activities  in  1971. 

The  Industrial  Division  took  care  of 
member  firms,  which  participated  in  bowling 
basketball,  tennis,  volleyball,  table  tenni: 
golf,  Softball,  guitar  lessons,  yoga,  a 
summer  trip  and  a  winter  trip  to  the  snow 
country.   This  group  is  self-supporting  and 
pays  its  own  way. 

The  Boys  Division  works  mainly  with  pla) 
ground  groups  with  some  outside  agencies 
placing  teams  into  various  activities. 

The  boys  athletic  calendar  included 
numerous  activities  with  basketball,  touch 
football,  baseball  and  track  among  the 
most  popular.   Among  other  activities  were

a  basketball  pentathlon,  table  tennis,  Softball, volleyball, 
7-man  soccer,  kickball  and  a  football  feature  contest. 

The  Athletic  Division  assigns  and  coordinates  the 
athletic  fields  for  the  High  School  teams,  Junior  College, 
Junior  High  Schools,  CYO,  P.A.L.,  and  all  other  groups 
that  use  baseball,  football,  soccer  and  track  and  field 


facilities. 

The  Rugby  facilities  in  Golden  Gate  Park  are  heavily 
used  in  winter.   This  year  an  International  Tournament 
was  held  at  the  Polo  Field  and  Kezar.   Thirty-two  teams 
participated. 


Three  adult  Sunday  Baseball  Leagues, 
conducted  during  1970-71,  comprised  18 
teams  in  the  Summer  League  and  16  teams 
in  the  Winter  League . 

Baseball  fields  were  assigned  to 
these  leagues:   Police  Athletic,  Cal  Pal 
Joe  Di  Maggio,  A. A. A.  High  School,  A. A. A, 
Jr.  High  School,  Catholic  Athletic 
League,  Catholic  Youth  Association, 
Golden  Gate  Optimist  and  Junior  College 
League . 

Three  Adult  Softball  Night  Leagues  - 
Spring,  Metropolitan  and  Tavern  -  also 
were  conducted.   The  Spring  League  had 
82  teams;  Tavern  86  teams;  while  the 
Metro  reached  a  record  152  teams.   The 
Metro  League  created  a  problem  in  that 
there  are  not  enough  night -lighted 
Softball  fields  to  accommodate  this 
number  of  teams.   Only  120  teams  can 
presently  be  accommodated  per  week. 
Thirty-two  teams  were  given  byes 
each  week. 

Funston  Playground's  No.  2  baseball 
field  is  temporarily  coverted  into  a 
Softball  field. 

In  addition  to  our  own  leagues, 
fields  were  also  assigned  to  handle 
nineteen  Softball  leagues. 

During  summer,  annual  Boys  Baseball 
Leagues  were  conducted  for  boys  aged 
8  through  18  years .   More  than  120 
teams  competed  in  these  leagues,  with 
118  teams  entered  by  Recreation 
Directors  and  six  by  private  agencies.

The  general  pattern  of  the  year's  activities 
were  influenced  by  the  celebration  of  our  Cen- 
tennial and  special  summer  program  for  children. 
In  cooperation  with  Children's  Week,  Women's 
Athletics  conducted  netball  games,  tennis  matches 
and  hula  hoop  contests. 

Year-round  activities  held  on  playgrounds 
throughout  the  city  for  children  included  Softball 
leagues,  relays,  basketball,  track  and  field, 
mixed  and  girls'  volleyball,  netball,  jacks, 
checkers,  chess  and  an  extensive  tennis  program. 

The  city's  147  tennis  courts  are  getting 
heavy  use.  which  is  due  in  part  to  their  good 
condition  brought  about  by  an  annual  budget 
allowance  for  resurfacing.   During  the  past 
year,  eight  more  courts  were  resurfaced.   Such 
work  every  five  to  seven  years  gives  the  public 
top  quality  courts  to  use.   Neighboring  residents 
have  made  it  their  job  to  police  the  nearby  courts 
and  assist  in  discouraging  vandalism  and  improper 
use  of  the  courts.   Over  1,500  children  partici- 
pated in  tennis  clinics,  which  were  conducted 
on  37  playgrounds  during  the  year.   At  their 
conclusion,  children  who  excelled  in  their  class 
were  rewarded  with  an  opportunity  to  continue 
their  training  at  Golden  Gate  Tennis  Courts 
where  court  play  and  etiquette  were  taught.

Helen  Wills,  a  tennis  notable  of  many  years,  awarded  special 
trophies . 

The  21  tennis  courts  in  Golden  Gate  Park  rarely  had  vacancies. 
These  courts  are  supervised  60  hours  a  week  during  daylight  saving 
time  in  order  to  maintain  maximum  use  for  the  greatest  number  of 
players .   Some  of  the  groups  that  keep  them  busy  include :   Junior 
Wightman  Cup  Club,  San  Francisco  High  Schools,  Universities  and 
Colleges,  Standard  Oil,  Southern  Pacific,  Wells  Fargo,  Bechtel 
Corporation.  Bank  of  America  and  Golden  Gate  Tennis  Club  sponsored 
tournaments.   Neighborhood  associations,  the  Grandmothers'  Tourna- 
ment, Northern  California  Tennis  Association,  Musicians  Union, 
Bay  Area  Tennis  League,  the  Youth  Tennis  Foundation  and  the  Bay 
Area  Ladies  clubs  also  use  the  courts. 


Situated  between  the  Golden  Gate  Tennis  Courts  and  the 
Children's  Playground  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  three  Lawn  Bowling 
Greens  are  constantly  in  use  by  men  and  women  bowlers.   The 
San  Francisco  Lawn  Bowlers  and  the  Golden  Gate  Women  Lawn 
Bowlers  have  more  than  175  active  members . 

The  Clubs  are  open  to  the  public  with  the  sole  qualifi- 
cation being  an  interest  in  and  a  desire  to  participate  in 
lawn  bowling.   Instruction  is  given  constantly  to  interested 
participants  and  equipment  for  beginners  is  made  available. 

During  the  past  year,  20  tournaments  were  held  on  the  San 
Francisco  greens  with  eight  visiting  clubs  from  the  Greater 
Bay  Area.   Many  lawn  bowlers  from  foreign  countries  were 
guests  during  the  year,  including  bowlers  from  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  Scotland,  Ireland,  Canada  and  Hong  Kong. 


Special  events  held  during  the 
summer  in  conjunction  with  "Special 
Summer  Programs"  were  the  "Sports  In" 
Play  Day  which  included  informal 
games  for  boys  and  girls  8  through 
11  years  such  as  dodgeball,  four 
square,  Norwegian  ball  and  fun 
relays.   Children  from  24  play- 
grounds were  placed  in  mixed  teams 
as  they  registered,  thereby  making 
new  friends  from  various  parts  of 
the  city. 

Another  special  event  was  the 
Cup  Cake  Tourney  which  was  mixed 
slow  pitch  Softball.   This  special 
activity  was  held  in  two  locations, 
and  families  were  encouraged  to 
attend.   Approximately  175  children 
and  adults  participated  and  re- 
freshments were  served  at  the  end 
of  the  round  robin  play  day.   Two 
special  children's  tennis  tourna- 
ments were  held,  one  during  Easter 
vacation  for  mixed  doubles  played 
by  children  representing  various 
playgrounds ,  and  a  Thanksgiving 
interclub  tennis  jamboree  was 
enjoyed  by  the  children  with  tennis 
interests  in  the  city. 

The  Industrial  Division  is  a 
unique  and  self-supporting  adult 
program  comprised  of  50  member 
firms  within  the  city.   Twenty 
activities  directed  by  this  Division 
included  tennis,  volleyball,  bowling, 
table  tennis,  soccer,  golf,  Softball 
and  basketball.   Individual  activi- 
ties of  tennis  clinics,  swimming, 
guitar  clinics,  and  two  weekend 
excursions  helped  complete  a  well- 
rounded  recreational  program  for 
the  working  adult  of  San  Francisco. 
Award  dinners  were  held  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  tournaments  with 
over  three-fourths  of  the  parti- 
cipants attending.   Over  4,200 
people  joined  in  these  activities.

Highlights  of  the  year  included  a 
"Learn  to  Swim"  campaign  conducted  in 
cooperation  with  the  American  Red  Cross 
during  the  summer  months.   The  program 
provided  intensive  swimming  instruction 
for  30,000  children  from  ages  8  through 
17.   In  addition,  350  youngsters  gained 
worthwhile  experience  by  acting  as 
instructors  and  administrative  aides. 

Each  year  sees  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  groups  using  the  Department's 
Aquatics  facilities  to  enrich  their  own 
programs.   A  number  of  Boy  Scout  Troops, 


Camp  Fire  Girls,  the  Cameron  House,  and 
Canon  Kip  were  welcomed  during  the  year. 

The  San  Francisco  Merionettes 
represented  the  City  in  synchronized 
swimming  events  throughout  the  United 
States  and  won  numerous  individual  and 
team  championships.   Sponsoring  eight 
intra-departmental  swimming  teams  in 
competition,  Aquatics  enabled  the  most 
outstanding  swimmers  to  compete  in  meets 
throughout  California  while  representing 
the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park 
Department . 

Public  instruction  in  various  phases 
of  swimming  was  conducted  at  the  seven 
indoor  pools.   Classes  were  offered  for 
adults,  children,  and  pre-schoolers  with 
over  15,000  individuals  actively  partici- 
pating.  More  than  2,000  handicapped 
persons  utilized  the  Aquatic  facilities. 
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In  cooperation  with  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Lake  Merced 
Sailing  Cluh,  Aquatics  sponsored  classes  in  rowing  and 
sailing  more  than  300  youngsters  participated  in  the  program 
which  was  given  over  a  six-month  period  at  Lake  Merced.   Also, 
Lake  Merced  has  an  excellent  fishing  program  which  provides 
adults  and  children  an  opportunity  to  catch  rainbow  trout  from 
May  through  December. 

Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  Pool,  located  in  the  Bay  View 
District   opened  to  the  public  August  3,  1968.   A  complete 
aquatics  program  is  offered  to  the  public  throughout  the  year. 
Response  to  the  program  has  been  very  encouraging.   This  is  the 
pool  for  which  Mayor  Alioto  initiated  the  funding. 

Two  portable  pools  obtained  through  a  Federal  grant  and  in 
operation  during  the" summer  of  1971,  were  used  in  the  Chinese 
and  South  of  Market  areas  of  the  City.

The  Sharon  E.uilding,  while  offering  the  same  basic 
program  as  last  year,  showed  a  marked  increase  in  partici- 
pation.  Mother  and  Pre-School  Children's  Workshops,  which 
provided  a  varied  experience  in  arts  and  crafts  for  parent 
and  child,  has  outstripped  the  capacities  of  the  facility.

Summer  programs  were  enlarged  to  encompass  children  from 
pre-school  age  to  young  adults.   Puppet  shows  were  also 
conducted  this  year  by  famed  puppeteer  "Wolo".   Adults 
and  children  alike  enjoyed  weekly  performances  held  in 
the  Sharon  Building. 

The  ceramic  program  offered  a  total  exposure  to  the 
craft  from  wheel  production  to  glaze  calculation  and 
firing  techniques.   The  Sharon  Building,  though  limited 
in  space,  demonstrates  growth  of  public  interest  in  the 
field  of  Arts  and  Crafts.   Success  of  programs  can  be 
measured  by  the  ability  to  accommodate  a  large  public 
response . 


Enthusiasm  generated  by  interesting  in-service  training 
sessions  for  our  recreation  directors  contributed  to  many 
new  programs,  activities  and  projects  that  were  conducted 
on  playgrounds  and  at  recreation  centers.  Attendance 
increased  in  proportion  to  the  addition  of  current  media 
such  as  Tye-Dye,  Batik,  Candle  Moulding,  Macrame  and  Yarn 
and  String  projects,  Leaded  Glass,  Ceramics  and  Decoupage. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  adult 
division  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  who 
conducted  classes  for  adults  and  senior  citizens.   The 
contribution  of  time  and  skills  of  numerous  volunteers 
enriched  the  overall  Arts  and  Crafts  program.

The  Music  Division  conducts  a  year- 
round  participational  program  at  many 
playgrounds  and  recreation  centers  and 
at  the  Recreational  Arts  Building,  50 
Scott  Street.   The  bulk  of  the  program 
is  composed  of  singing  groups  and 
rhythm  bands  for  pre-school  age  children 
folk  singing  and  toy  symphony  for 
grammar  school  ages,  and  the  Tillmany 
Orchestra,  Golden  Gate  Band,  Big  Band 
Workshop,  and  Recreation  Symphony 
Orchestra  for  adults.   In  addition, 
musical  activities  are  provided  on  a 
weekly  basis  at  Yerba  Buena,  Golden 
Gate,  and  Hamilton  Senior  Centers,  and 
at  Jackson  Playground  for  the  Vista  Key 
Friendship  Club. 

Eight  different  ukulele  classes 
for  children  were  offered  at  four 
locations  during  both  fall  and  spring 
with  capacity  enrollment  in  each. 
For  the  tenth  consecutive  year,  folk 
guitar  classes  were  offered  for  teen- 
agers and  adults.

The  Drama  and  Dance  Division  headquartered  at  the 
Recreational  Arts  Building  at  50  Scott  Street,  plans, 
supervises  and  conducts  numerous  activities  on  a  city- 
wide  basis.

The  Junior  Museum  experienced  another  active  year  of  visita- 
tions totaling  138,840  people,  a  5 . 5%  increase  over  last  year's 
count.   Classes  in  Conservation,  Botany,  Biology,  Lapidary,  Soil 
Chemistry,  Paleontology,  Geology,  General  Chemistry,  Ecology, 
Marine  Biology,  and  a  number  of  other  science  related  subjects 
were  offered  to  young  people. 

Also  offered  were  special  workshops  and  classes  in  the  Arts 
and  Crafts,  General  Ceramics,  Studio  Techniques  for  the  Potter, 
Leaded  Glass,  Weaving,  Tenkoku,  Raku,  Sketching,  Painting, 
Macrome ,  Jewelry  and  a  variety  of  other  seasonal  art  activities. 
Increased  use  of  the  general  shop  was  one  of  many  highlights 
of  the  Museum  program.   Young  people,  from  nine  years  through 
the  early  twenties,  worked  on  varying  projects  of  electronics, 
woodworking,  welding,  metal  work  and  auto  mechanics. 

These  programs  were  augmented  by  new  exhibits,  collections, 
motion  pictures,  animal  and  physical  science  demonstrations, 
special  projects  and  field  trips.   Guided  tours  were  planned 
and  conducted  for  school  classes,  playground  groups  and  many 
other  visitors.

An  important  part  of  the  Museum's  program  was  the 
visitation  of  school  classes.   Eight  hundred  and  twenty-two 
school  classes  participated  in  lecture-demonstration, 
animal  tours,  science-art  workshops,  special  activity  work 
projects,  and  a  variety  of  other  special  activities. 
Twenty-three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one  school 
children  were  in  these  classes,  which  represented  a 
little  over  TL   increase  over  school  class  attendance  for 
fiscal  1969-70.   In  addition,  500  school  children  and  17 
teachers  from  eleven  East  Bay  school  districts  utilized  the 
Museum,  its  staff  and  program  as  part  of  the  Oakland  Public 
Schools'  E.S.E.A.  Title  III  Urban  Studies  Project.  This 


facet  of  the  program  provided  by  the  Museum  was  done  with  the 
approval  and  consent  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  of 
San  Francisco.   The  sum  of  $1,000  was  paid  by  the  Oakland 
Unified  School  District  to  augment  the  extra  duties  and 
personnel  required  for  the  project. 

The  Museum  conducted  fourteen  field  trips  -  one  an  over- 
night to  the  Pinnacles  National  Monument.   Field  trips  have 
always  been  one  of  the  best  means  of  developing  a  better- 
understanding  of  the  natural  environment  around  us.   This 
past  year  the  Museum  has  been  particularly  active  in  the 
Ocean  Sciences  with  several  special  Bay  cruises.   In

addition  to  monthly  shark  censusing  trips 
aboard  Sea  Scout  and  commerical  vessels,  the 
Junior  Museum  coordinated  a  unique  Bay  Ecology 
cruise  for  300  San  Francisco  school  children 
aboard  the  Harbor  Princess  through  the  courtesy 
of  Harbor  Tours,  Incorporated.   The  highlight 
of  this  latter  cruise  was  the  release  of  drift 
cards  to  chart  bay  and  ocean  currents  by  a  5th 
grade  class  of  Lakeshore  Elementary  School. 
Though  TV  and  press  media  gave  full  coverage 
to  the  release,  the  unreported  disappearance  of 
the  cards  became  just  another  casualty  of  the 
major  oil  spill  which  occurred  a  few  days 
later. 

The  Museum  featured  two  major  improvements 
this  past  year:   First,  was  the  construction  of 
two  large  walk-in  animal  cages  built  by  the 
carpenter  shop  at  the  Main  Yard;  second,  a  large 
seventy-five  gallon  salt  water  aquarium  with 
filter  and  refrigeration  systems.   The  aquarium 
was  presented  to  the  Museum  by  the  Museum 
Auxiliary.

The  City  is  divided  into  four  geographical  divisions.   Within  these  divisions 
are  facilities  of  intensely  varied  size  and  design.   Concurrently,  there  is  a  great 
variety  of  personnel  assignments  to  these  facilities.   Some  facilities  operate

from  mid-morning  to  10:00  P.M.,  and  are  blessed  with  substantial 
indoor  accommodations  or  adequate  outdoor  fields  and  play  areas. 

Within  the  inherent  limitations  of  present  facilities,  Area 
Supervisors  attempt  to  gauge  immediate  community  needs  and 
arrange  programs  accordingly.   In  this  regard,  the  Area  Supervisors 
rely  more  heavily  on  the  skills  and  judgment  of  the  staff  super- 
visors in  charge  of  the  various  specialities,  such  as  Arts  and 
Crafts  or  Drama  and  Dance. 

In  the  critical  evaluation  of  immediate  community  needs, 
Area  Supervisors  maintain  constant  liason  with  the  Senior 
Directors  and  Recreation  Directors  regularly  assigned  to  these 
facilities. 

In  an  attempt  to  achieve  a  maximum  degree  of  objectivity, 
Area  Supervisors  consistently  seek  their  own  direct  contacts' 


within  the  various  communities.   With  these  various  input 
sources  (Sr.  Directors'  recommendations,  Directors' 
recommendations,  Area  Supervisors :  direct  contacts  with 
the  community),  a  reasonably  accurate  projection  of 
community  needs  can  be  achieved. 

Within  inherent  budgetary  limitations,  Area  Supervisors 
attempt  to  staff  facilities  with  types  of  specialists 
indicated  and  at  the  times  indicated.  When  the  demands  exceed 
the  supply  of  staff  (as  is  the  usual  case) ,  frequent  confer- 
ences with  administrative  superiors  produces  a  priority  ranking. 

In  the  summers  of  1970  and  1971,  a  superb  new  funding 
source  from  the  Federal  Government  has  helped  meet  recreation- 
al demands „

The  animal  collection  as  of  1  Jan  1971 
was  the  largest  and  most  varied  ever  dis- 
played at  the  zoo,  with  more  reproduction, 
better  care,  and  better  interpretation 
than  ever  before. 

Major  births  this  year  included  third 
and  fourth  musk  ox  calves,  tigers,  giraffes, 
common  hippopotamuses,  a  greater  kudu, 
snow  leopards,  a  sable  antelope,  and  a 
colobus  monkey,   Kwanza  Moja,  the  first

BY  ZOO  STAFF,  ZOO  DOCENTS  AND  MANY  VOLUNTEERS  ATTEMPTING  TO  SAVE  THESE  BIRDS. 


baby  lowland  gorilla  born  here  on  May  26,  1970  continued 
to  thrive  in  the  unique  family  group,  while  a  second  female, 
Jacqueline,  proved  to  be  pregnant--and  the  birth  of  her  infant 
was  imminent  at  year's  end. 

Medical  and  pathological  support  previously  provided  by 
U.  C.  Medical  School  Vivarium  was  expanded  with  the  generous 
additional  help  of  Stanford  University's  Animal  Care  Facility, 
under  Dr.  Orland  Soave.   This  facility,  with  a  team  of 
veterinary  pathologists  and  post-graduate  students,  has 
begun  providing  exhaustive  post  mortem  findings  on  zoo 
animals.   The  data  will  then  be  made  available  for  compara- 
tive human  and  animal  medical  purposes  in  other  scientific 
agencies  and  zoological  parks  throughout  the  world.   The 
University  of  California  at  Davis  also  provided  major 
medical  support  in  several  instances  when  lack  of 
facilities  and  equipment  precluded  handling  at  the  Zoo. 


Completion  of  an  animal  hospital  at  the  zoo  will  greatly 
improve  the  medical  program. 

Aviary  reconstruction  continued  with  completion  scheduled 
1  Oct  71  at  a  total  cost  of  about  $150,000.   This  will  result 
in  an  exciting  walk  through  aviary,  allowing  the  public  to 
walk  in  among  birds  in  a  tropical  setting. 

The  children's  zoo  improvement  began  in  May  1971,  and  is 
scheduled  for  completion  August  1971,  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $60,000  ($30,000  from  the  Zoological  Society  and 
$30,000  from  the  city  fund  established  to  maintain  and 
improve  Storyland) . 

Planning  for  the  animal  hospital  and  service  building 
modification  continued  with  Architect  Wendell  Spackman  and 
preliminary  funds  provided  by  the  Zoological  Society.

Construction  should  start  in  Spring 
1972,  using  admission  fee  funds. 

The  planning  of  a  new  miniature 
railroad  continued  with  Robert  Heath, 
who  will  make  the  installation. 
Construction  should  start  Winter  1971 
for  this  mile  long  scenic  and  historic 
novel  transportation  system. 

An  improved  and  expanded  zoo 
communication  system  was  researched  and 
construction  should  start  Fall  1971 
with  funds  from  admission  fees. 

In  1967,  the  zoo  director  initiated 
a  program  of  assisting  conservation  of 
wildlife  through  the  World  Wildlife 
Fund's  panda  banks.   Zoo  visitors  have 
contributed  considerable  money  toward 
wildlife  conservation,  by  dropping 
coins  into  the  two  "panda  banks" 
located  on  the  zoo  grounds.   $1,848.99 
has  been  collected  since  the  program's 
inception.

Major  staff  improvements  during  the 
year  include  the  addition  of  a  full  time 
veterinarian  (July  1,  1970),  a  full  time 
zoologist  (Jan.  10,  1971),  and  a  full 
time  education  officer  (June  15,  1971). 
The  education  officer  is  paid  by  the 
Zoological  Society.   The  two  other 
appointments  are  paid  from  admission  fees 

The  Zoological  Society  maintained  a 
good  business  operation  of  food  and 
novelty  stands,  amusement  rides,  and 
children's  zoo,  and  provided  approxi- 
mately $80,000  for  general  zoo  improve- 
ment and  services.   The  officers  of  the 
Society  for  the  year  were:   Mr.  Edgar 
Stone,  Chairman  of  the  Board;  Mr. 
Donald  Patterson,  President;  Mr. 
Horrace  Guittard,  First  Vice  President, 
and  Mr.  Jay  Stewart,  Secretary.

San  Francisco ' s  Marina  Yacht  Harbor  is 
located  in  the  Marina  between  Laguna  and  Lyon 
Streets,  and  encompasses  an  area  of  74.165 
acres.   The  Harbor  consists  of  two  basins, 
East  and  West,  and  has  berthing  facilities 
for  688  boats.   As  of  June  30,  1971,  there 
were  only  eleven  vacant  berths.  Average 
occupancy  has  always  been  high.   The  annual 
potential  revenue  from  berth  rentals  is 
$293,268. 

The  staff  at  the  Yacht  Harbor  consists 
of  the  Harbor  Master  and  five  Assistant 
Harbor  Masters.   Continuous  security  service 
is  provided,  which  encompasses  checking  of 
the  boats  to  insure  that  they  are  properly 
secured,  as  well  as  ascertaining  if  any  are 
taking  on  water.   First  echelon  maintenance 
also  provided  by  the  staff,  consists  of 
minor  repairs  to  gate  locks,  replacement  of 
ring  bolts,  and  other  repairs  of  floats. 
Another  important  function  is  clearing  of 
drift  wood,  logs,  and  pilings  that  have 
floated  into  the  harbor. 

In  the  East  Basin  there  is  a  boat  hoist 
and  a  fueling  float,  the  latter  containing 
chandlery  facilities. 

The  Outer  West  Basin  and  the  East  Basin 
are  subjected  to  a  continuous  surge  con- 
dition which  at  times  causes  damage  both  to 
the  facilities  and  the  boats  berthed  therein, 
A  study  is  being  conducted  by  the  U.  S.  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  to  ascertain  the  best 
solution  of  this  problem.   Funds  for  the 
project  have  been  appropriated,  and  it  is 
expected  that  work  will  commence  shortly 
a  fter  the  final  recommendations  of  the 
Corps  of  Engineers  are  received.
